They 
rely,  therefore,  with  confidence,  on  the  generous 
co-operation  of  all  classes  of  the  community,  to 
enable  them  .to  execute  their  mission  on  a  scale 
commensurate  with  the  growing  greatness  of  the 
Province,  and  in  a  manner  fitted  to  secure  to  the 
fullest  extent  the  objects  aimed  at  by  the  promoters 
of  the  Exhibition. 

It  is  intended  that  the  Exhibition  shall  be  on  a 
basis  sufficiently  wide  to  admit  of  an  adequate 
representation  of  the  industry  and  skill  of  all  classes 
ol  the  population.    But  it  is  evident  that,  in  ord^r 
to  the  accomplishment  of  this,  the  Committee  must 
have  ample  funds  placed  at  their  disposal,  to  enable 
them  to  offer  premiums,  the  number  and  amount  of 
Which  shall  be  a  sufficient  induceuent  to  competition. 
Ihey  are  in  hopes  of  receiving  considerable  pecu- 
niary aid  from  the  Government,  through  the  Board 
01  Agriculture,  but  the  success  of  the  undertakin*^, 
It  IS  obvious,  must  mainly  depend  on  the  amount  of 
support  which  it  shall  receive  from  the  public  gen. 
era  ly.      That  support,  they   confidently  believe, 
wiU  iiotbe  withheld,  if  properly  sought;  and  they 
would,  therefore,  respectfully  invite  the  immediate 
co-operation  of  public  spirited  and  influential  indi- 
viduals throughout  the  Province,  with  whom  they  will 
be  happy  to  enter  into  communication  as  to  the  best 
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means  of  furthering  the  objects  of  the  Exhibition  in 
Iheir  respective  loctilities. 

The  Crimmittee  cherish  a  confident  hope  that  the 
Agriculturists,  Mechanics,  and  Manufacturers  of 
the  Province,  will  so  interest  themselves  in  the 
undertaking,  as  to  cause  the  Exhibition  to  come  oft' 
with  an  eclat  worthy  of  themselves  and  Iheir  country. 
On  iheir  efforts  its  success  depends,  and  these  efforts, 
the  Committee  believe,  will  be  heartily  put  forth.

POR     THE      HORTICULTURAL     EXHIBITION.- 

1.  AM  Fruit,  Flowers,  and  Vegetables,  placed  in 
compctit  on  for  premiums  are  to  be  the  growth  of 
competitors,  and  are  to  lie  arranged  in  as  tasteful  a 
manner  as  possible. 

2.  All  articles  lobe  exhibited  for  premiums  must 
be  placed  in  the  stands  by  ten  o'clock,  a.  m.  This 
rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to. 
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3.  All  articles  exhibited  shall  remain  in  the  Hall 
until  the  close  of  the  exiiibilion,  when  they  will  be 
delivered  to  ihc  contributors,  unless  otherwise  di- 
rected. 

4.  The  Jtidjos  shall  have  the  discretionary  power 
of  with-iioldliia;  prenriiums,  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  ar- 
ticles exhibiied  do  not  merit  thcin. 

r>.  In  awanlina;  premiums  on  plants  in  pots,  spe- 
cial reference  u  ill  bi"  hiul  to  Ihe  beauty  of  the  spe- 
cimens, profusion  of  blooi'i,  and  evidence  of  superior 
cultivation.  Ii  ferior  specimens  will  be  excluded  by 
the  judges  from  competition. 

6.  Gratuities  will  bo  awarded  by  the  judges  for 
any  new  or  rare  fruit.,  flowers,  plants,  or  other  ob- 
ject of  particular  interest,  and  for  which  no  special 
premium  has  been  f)tl"ered. 

7.  I'arties  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  more  than 
one  prize  in  the  same  class. 

8.  H  is  also  required  that  fruit,  (lowers,  and  vege- 
tables, should  be  accompanied  by  brief  observations 
on  the  m.:dc  of  cultivation,  if  peculiar  together  with 
any  other  remarks  of  utility. 

9.  No  individual,exceptthejudgcs,  will  be  allow- 
ed to  touch  or  handle  any  fruit,  flower,  or  other  ar- 
ticle exhibiied. 

10.  'I  he  decision  of  the  judges,  as  regards  the 
premiums,  must  be  considered  tiiial. 

11.  The  judges  shall  nol  be  competitors  In  that 
class  for  which  ihey  are  to  award  premiums. 

12.  No  person  allowed  lo  be  present  while  the 
judges  arc  awarding  the  premiums. 

13.  Any  deviatirn,  more  or  less,  from  the  exact 
quantities  or  numi)ers  specifled  in  the  schedule  will 
disqualify  a  competitor.

10.  The  Judges  will  not  only  report  those  animals 
entitled  to  Premiums  but  also  those  next  in  merit  m 
each  class,  to  meet  ihe  contingency  of  any  challenge 
or  objection  which  may  be  made  to  the  awards. 
They  will  also  specify  the  arimals  whic.i  deserve  to 
be  specially  commended,  and  then  sign  and  deliv- 
er their  reports  through  the  member  ot  the  Manag- 
ing Committee  or  Ste^vard  of  the  yard  who  acconi- 
panies  them,  to  tlie  secretary,  which  cannot 
afterwards  be  altered. 

11.  Any  competitor  attempting  to  impose  upon 
the  Judges,  by  giving  certificates  of  stock  or  other 
articles  that  are  not  strictly  correct  m  every  parti- 
cular, shall  be  disqualified. 

12.  Every  article  exhibited  for  competition,  must 
be  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  ot  the  pro- 
vince of  Canada,  except  section  X  for  foreign  stock 
and  implements.  The  l.ve  stock,  with  the  above 
exception,  must  be  the  property  of  parties  residing 
in  Canada.  All  Premiums  awarded  for  any  articles, 
except  live  stock,  must  be  to  the  producers  or  manu^ 
facturers  of  such  articles. 

13.  The  Judges  will  be  instructed  to  withhold  the 
Premiums  where  there  does  not  appear  sufficent 
merit  in  the  stock  or  articles  exhibited  to  justily  an 
award.  Also,  in  the  absence  of  competition,  and 
no  extraordinary  merit  in  the  animals  or  arti- 
cles exhibited,  the  Judges  to  exercise  their  own  dis- 
cretion, as  to  the  amount  of  Premiums  awarded, 
or  whether  there  should  be  any. 

14.  Stewards  will  be  appointed  for  each  section 
of  cattle.  Sheep,  Horses,  Swine.  Agricultural  Fro- 
ductions,  Implements,  and  for  foreign  block,  and 
Implements,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  superintend 
each  of  these  departments,  see  that  the  animals  are 
secured  in  the  proper  places  assigned  for  ihe  several 
cla<»ses  in  whch  tliey  are  entered,  and  that  all  other 
arUcles  arc  in  their  proper  places,  and  attend  upon 
the  Judges  while  making  their  inspeciion. 

15.  Agricultural  Implements  "'ill  not  be  admit- 
ted for  Exhibition  unless  a  certih^aie  filled  in  on  the 
printed  form,  schedule  C  and  signed  by  the  exhibit 
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tor,  (or  his  agent)  in  the  manner  directed,  be  sent 
to  Ihe^  Secretary  previous  to  the  15th  September 
next,  (The  printed  forms  may  be  had  as  directed  in 
rule  2.)  'I'he  certiOcate  must  state  the  lowest  seU 
ling  prices  of  each  arlicies ;  and  each  exhibitor  shall 
be  hound  to  execute  all  orders  given  to  him  in  the 
Show  Yard,  at  the  price  stated  in  his  certificate. 
All  Implements  admitted  to  the  Kxhibilion  will  be 
liable,  upf)n  the  recommendation  of  the  Jud^-es,  to 
be  proved  by  actual  trial.  In  case  the  inventor  of 
any  new  and  useful  Agricultural  Implement  should 
be  desirous  to  exhibit  it,  it  must  be  entered  as  a 
new  invention  in  the  certificate  sent  in. 

16.  Exhibitors  of  Field  Productions,  must  ?end 
in  regular  certificates,  by  filling  up  a  printed  form, 
schedule  D  (which  may  be  had  as  directed  in  rule  2) 
and  sent  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  15th 
of  September  next. 

17.  In  all  cases  where  any  difficulty  may  arise  in 
regard  to  competition,  awarding  Premiums,  or  up  jt 
any  other  subject  connected  with  the  Ex  ibiiion 
the  Council  and  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
decide,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final. 

18.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  act  as  Judge 
who  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the 
decision.  On  the  fourth  day  the  list  of  Prizes  which
